Reformers of the Civil Service Will 


Present a Biti to Congress. 


SWEEPING CHANGES ARE MADE

W ashington, Jan 8.—The bill for 
the reform of tho citril service law, 
which has been drafted by a special 
committee of Republican members of 
the house opposed to the system in its 
present form, makes sweeping changes 
in the present system, the most im- 
portaut of which is the establishment o! 
a five yaar tenure of office for those 
government employee who are brought 
within the terms of the bill. The meas- 
nr* limit* th** application of the civil 
service system to the departments in 
Washington and 
to 
such localities 
where the number of employes exceed 
Jo. 
All appointees are commissioned 
for five years, with the power of re 
mo val dearly regulated and vested in 
the appointing 
power. 
No removal 
shall I)** made for political or religious 
causes and in case of removal the causes 
shall be specified and the papers made a 
record of the office. 
Ail persons now in public service are 
to terminate their service live years 
from the time that the act takes effect. 
It includes iu the civil sen ice postal- 
clerks aud let terra triers in offices hav 
ing over IO mployea, exclusive of sub­ 
ordinates. 
It limits the civil sendee 
regulations to clerks whose compensa­ 
tion is from #900 to #1,800 per year, and 
includes as clerks, copyists, computers, 
counters and draftsmen. 
It is pointed out that the essential idea 
of the foregoing bill is to take out of the 
civil service all responsible and import 
aut offices, limiting it only to clerks in 
Washington and certain large cities aud 
in these cases fixing a tenure of office of 
five years. The members of t he special 
porn rn it fee training the bill are well 
pleased with their labors, saying that 
the origuul purpose of the civil .service 
has been retained and that its radical 
expansions have been cut off.
